I>r, Kllot said thnt It took 


him Duvernl months to got an answer 
to his question regarding the means 
of unifying China. 


"When tho Mnncbn emperor abdicat- 


ed no political -organization wns trans- 
mitted to the republic. There wan no 
police, no navy, no army, no courts of 
[irocedtice and no system of collecting 
revenue. Tho Chinese republic gives a 
promise If It has 1'nlr time to organl-ze 
Its government. 
It took us thirteen 


years to orKnnl/.o our government, and 
so we must be patient -with China for 
her slow progress."
